In 
addition, investigation was requested concerning possible 
payroll abus 3 in the employment by the Committee of 
Congressman Powell's wife and concerning Congressman Powell's 
alleged false accounting for use of counterpart funds on 
foreigntravel. (Counterpart funds are foreign exchange 
currency owned by the United States for use abroad.) 


The Department's request is based on information 
set forth in reports and hearings of two Congressional 
committees. partment has advised that bulky files and 
exhibits relating to these reports are available for review 
in the Fraud Séctien.of the Criminal Division. *

The requested investigation will, of course, require 
that at the outset detailed review of the bulky files and 
exhibits in possession of the Departement be made Tor 
pertinent information concerning the allegations and identity 
and location of witnesses to permit the development of and 
setting out of leads. The investigation necessarily will also 
include detailed interviews with all former and present menbers 
of the staffs of Powell and the House Committee on Education 
and Labor and Powell's wife. It will include reviews of 
appropriate Congressional committee records, airline records 
and interviews of airline personnel.

preliminary review of these records was made on 3/30/67; however, 
there was space for only two agents until 4/4/67, when arrange- 
ments of furniture by the Committee on House Administration 
made additional space available.

The records are volun- 
inous and consist of approximately two five-drawer file 
cabinets. Approximately 25% of these records have been 
reviewed. These records cannot be removed from the premises. 


In view of the volume of records and limited space 
available, this review cannot be completed before 4/12/67; 
however, leads will be set forth on some specific apparent 
violations prior to this date. It is not feasible to assign 
additional agents at this time in view of the limited space; 
however, additional agents will be assigned, as necessary, 
after logical witnesses have been identified. 


With regard to the payroll status of Mrs. ADAM 
CLAYTON POWELL, leads will be set out by 4/7/67, to interview 
Mrs. POWELL in Puerto Rico and to interview other members of 
Congressman POWELL's staff to determine whether she performed 
any work subsequent to 7/31/65. Copies of approximately 18 
of her payroll checks are being obtained and will be submitted 
to the Laboratory aiong with signature specimens. 


Concerning the use of counterpart funds by POWELL, 
TAMARA WALL and CORRINE A. HUFF, five interviews have been 
completed with several additional interviews to be conducted.

The 
Feport contains specific conclusions and recommendations, and 
im support of these cites particular instances vith pertinext 
testimony of witnesses. 


When the 90th Congress met to organise on January 10, 
1967, the right of Mr. Powell to be worn in and be seated was 
referred to a Gelect Committee appointed pursuant to Bouse 
Res. 1 which, on February 23, 1967, submitted its report. It 
incorporated by reference the report, exhibits and bearings 
of the Special Subcommittee on Contracts.

Debamas. It aleo developed more fully the Clerk-hire status 
ef Mrs. Adam Clayton Povell. 


With respect to the 87th u S6th Congresses, the 
Select Commttee found the House Education and Labor Committee 
was charged $5,055.57 for 105 airline tickets for which no 
related subsistence claim was made. In the 89tb Congress there 
vere 346 such trips involving charges of $12,576.82, of which 
62, costing $6,490.63, related to Miami trips. 


It concluded from investigation as well as personal 
testimony of I. Marjorie Flores that Mr. Povell appropristed 
$25,505.34 of public funds for his personal use from July 31, 
1965, to January 1, 1967, by allowing salary to be dravn on 
behalf of I. Marjorie Flores as ea clerk-hire employee when she 
vas his wife end not an employee, in that ashe performed no 
official duties and further was not present in the State of 
Bev York or in Mr. Powell's Washington, D. C., office. 


Pinally, the Select Commttee ascertained fro 
the Department of State that, as Chairman of the Comittee 
on Education and Labor, Mr. Povell received from the State 
Department in 1961, 1962, 1963 and 1964 reports as to the 
@mount of expenditures of foreig exchange currency in 
Unites States funds he made while abroed during these years, 
as vell as similar expenditures made by Miss Corrine Buff 
and Seen 1962. Subsequently, as Chairmen of 
the Committee on Béducation and Labor, Mr. Povell filed with 
the Committee on Nouse Aduinistration reports listing 


substantially lower sums for these expenditures which vere 
then published in the Congressional Record. 


United States v. Branbdlett, 345 U. s. 503, 507

be thoroughly explored as well as any other instances of 
questionable activity that examination may Gisclose.

Enclosed for San Juan is a copy of Hearings Before A 
the Select Committee which includes the testimony of Y. 
MARJORIE FLORES. 


As set forth in Departmental memorandum of 3/27/67, 
a copy of which was forwarded to San Juan by re WFO airtel, 
Bureau investigation has been requested into the handling of 
appropriated funds by POWELL as a Congressman as well as the 
Chairman of the House Committee on Education and Labor. 
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Included in the request was the matter of Mrs. 
ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, under her maiden name, IVETTIE MARJORIE 
FLORES, being on POWELL's congressional payroll as a clerk 
for which she allegedly performed little or no services. It 
was requested investigation attempt to ascertain from her as 
well as others whether she performed any services for the 
Congressman and/or the Committee on Education and Labor 
subsequent to July 31, 1965, and, if so, the exact nature of 
services rendered. 


Review of material made available to WFO by the 
Staff of Committee on House Administration reflects FLORES 
appointed by POWELL effective 10/1/58. She has contimed on 
the payroll until 12/21/66 when the Chairman of the Committee 
on House Administration ordered the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives to remove her name from POWELL's payroll upon 
direction of the full committee. 


RES was interviewed by SAC — 804 
SA (FNU) U. S. Secret Service, San Juan on 10/5/66. 


During said interview FLORES was exhibited photostats of 19 
Treasury checks (Not described fully in report) presumably 
checks for the period 1/1/65 - 7/31/66. FLORES denied the 
endorsement appearing on each as her own; denied she had 
authorized the endorsements; claimed to the best of her 
knowledge she had never given subject authority to negotiate 
the checks. She was unable to advise if she received any of 
the proceeds of the checks. FLORES did not appear before 
the hearings held by Ehis committee although exhaustive 
efforts were expended to have her appear. 


Various witnesses before this committee were 
examined concerning FLORES’ work with the Congressman's 
office. With the exception of AURORA E. HARRIS, who worked 
for POWZLL from July, 1963, through June, 1965, no witness 
affiliated with POWELL testified FLOR&s performed any work at 
POWELL's offices in New York or Washington, Db. C. HARRIS 
indicated FLORES was sent some correspondence during HARRIS’ 
employment. 
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LOUISEM. DARGANS, Chief Clerk, Committee on 
Education and Labor, on 12/19/67, testified before the 
Committee on House Administration she endorsed all but three 
of the above checks and deposited them to POWELL's account. 
The checks not signed by DARGANS are those she identified as 


dated 8/31/65, 11/30/65, and 12/20/65. 


A Select Committee of the House formed to report 

upon the right of POWSLL to be sworn as Representative in 
the 90th Congress held hearings on 2/8, 14, 16/67. FLORES 
appeared before this committee on 2/16/67. She testified she 
has performed no work whatsoever for POWELL since June or 
‘uly, 1965. Prior to that she performed little work and in 
963 and 1964 had no more than two hours per day of work. 
LORES also testified receiving only two Treasury checks for 
salary from 1961 through 1966 and these were checks for salary 
in November and December, 1966. These checks were sent to 
FLORES at her request instead of POWELL's office. 


Reproductions of the 19 checks in question are set 
forth on pages 208-217 of the enclosed hearings. WFO has 
requested five additional checks payable to FLORES for the 
period August through December, 1966, and these will be 
forwarded to San Juan upon receipt from Treasury.

Airline tickets obtained with House Committee credit 
card indicate that ADAM CLAYTON POWELL traveled WDC to San 
Juan 1/29/65 and returned 2/2/65; Baltimore to San Juan 2/19/65 
and returned 2/23/65; New York City to san Juan 9/19/65 and then 
returned to Baltimore 9/20/65. He made no subsistence claim 
for these trips. In connection with a trip in March, 1964, he 
Claimed per diem for 6 days at $24 commencing 3/23/64. During 
the interview of Mrs. POWELL and other logical sources attempt 
to determine if POWELL conducted any official business while 
in Puerto Rico, particularly for the Comm. on Education and Labor.

and DARGANS, herself and turn them over to Mrs, LILLIAN 
UPSHUR, a clerk on POWELL's congressional staff who is based 
in New York City. At the time, POWELL gave her the instruc- 
tions the four persons who vere actually going to ue the 
travelling were with him, They were Mrs, UPSHUR, Mrs, PEARL 
SWANGIN, JACK DUNCAN and POWELL's son, ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, 
III. ODELL CLARK and DARGANS were the only committee staff 
members present when POWELL issued the instructions, 


.  DARGANS went to the airport with UPSHUR, SWANGIN, 
DUNCAN and ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, III, and the Eastern Air Lines 


agent there informed her that shuttle tickets could not be 
purchased on her credit card before boarding the flight, but 
had to be purchased in flight. DARGANS then gave her credit 
card to UPSHUR with the assurance that UPSHUR would make the 
four purchases in flight and return the card as soon as she 
reached New York, which she did. Four Eastern Air Lines, 
Ine, transvortation receipts all dated 3/26/63, for shuttle 
service between New York City and Washington, D.C. (good in 
either direction) under ticket numbers 471146, 471147, 471148 
and 471149, with signatures of DON ANDERSON, ODELL CLARK, 
AURORA HARRIS and "MAXIENNE H. DARGANS" respectively, were 
identified by DARGANS as having been purchased with her credit 
card, She said the signature “MAXIERNE H. DARGANS" on the 
receipt for ticket #471149 was not her signature. Subsequent 
to 3/28/65, DARGANS asked ANDERSON, CLARK and HARRIS to come 
to her office and sign a receipt form called a T-4 for that 
date to show receipt of above tickets and they did so, knowing 
they were signing for receipt of tickets purchased with 
Government funds, which tickets they had not used. DARGANS 
said she did not know the employment or exact address of 
SWANGIN or DUNCAN, but know they lived in New York City and 
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she also said she did not know who actually boarded the air- 


plane. The address and employment of ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, III. 
was not set out. 


ANDERSON and HARRIS, when testifyingm 12/20/66, 
denied making the trip on 3/26/65, and stated the signatures 
on transportation receipts for tickets numbered 471146 and 
471148 were not theirs. CLARK, when testifying on 12/19/66, 
was shown transportation receipt for ticket number 471147, 
which bears his name and he stated he did not know if the 
signature was his and he did not remember the flight or if 
he made it. When asked if he filled out or signed a T-4 
form, to show receipt of an airline ticket, he said he had 
on occasion filled out forms but did not know. the name of 
the forms, CLARK was Chief Investigator for the House 
Committee on Education and Labor at the time he testified. 
He had been with that Committee since 1961, and gave his 
address as 120 West 138th Street, New York City. 


C. SUMNER STONE, JR., Special Assistant to Chairman 
rOWELL, Committee on Education and Labor, when testifying on 
12/19/66, identified SWANGIN as Miss PEARL SWANGIN, an old 
family friend of PUWELL who resides on Edgcomb Avenue, New 
York City, number unknown, and advised that one JACK DUNCAN, 
a friend of POWELL, is an undertakerr in New York City. 


The Auditor's file of the Special Subcommittee on 
Contracts reflects that LILLIAN MV. UPSHUR, 2160 Madison We., 
New York, N. T., was on POWELL's congressional staff for at 
ieast the period of January, 1965 through September, 1966. 


The Select Committee Pursuant to House Resolution 
Number 1 employed the Wackenhut Corporation to perform certain 
investigation in connection with its inquiry into the right 
of POWELL to be sworn in and on 2/14/67, an investigator of 
that corporation interviewed UPSHUR at her place of employment 
District 65, Retail-Wholesale Department Store Union (CIO), 
13 Astor Place, New York City, relative to her employment by 
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POWELL. She declined to furnish any information other than 
to confirm her name, address and employment by POWELL. She 
entered into a political @nversation regarding POWELL, and 
asked why the investigator was "picking on“ him, She was 
subsequently recontacted, refused to answer any questions 
and said she would be available for interview on Monday or 
Thursday evenings at the Alfred E. Isaac Democratic Club, 
2495 Seventh Averue, 


New York is requested to locate and interview 
Mrs. LILLIAN UPSHUR, PEARL SWANGIN, JACK DUNCAN and ADAM 
CLAYTON POWELL, III, for all information available relative 
to their knowledge of or participation in the 3/26/65, shuttle 
flight from Washington, D.C., to New York City, and specifi- 
cally whether any,” official Committee business was involved. 


Inasmuch as the handwriting on the transportation 
receipts may become an issue, attempts should be made to 
obtain handwriting specimens from these individuals. 


ODELL CLARK is reported to be in Washington, and 
interview with him is being held in abeyance pending result 
of current attempts to locate pertinent 1-4 forms and other 
background investigation,

Concerning the use of counterpart funds, it has 
been determined that Congressmen and/or staff members submit 
record of expenditures to the chairman of their committee who 
summarizes the information for the House Administration 
Committee (HAC). HAC does not audit reports, but merely 
passes information on for printing in the Congressional 
Recezæ. Counterpart funds under control of Treasury Dept.; 
however, Dept. of State handles administration of funds, but 
performs no audit functions, Law, according to sources 
contacted, provides no penalty for failure to file report on 
expenditures for travel abroad nor for the accuracy of reports. 
From review of State Dept. letter to Select Committee listing 
counterpart funds received, it appears that POWELL, TAMARA 
WALL and CORRINE HUFF, in most instances, omitted travel 
expense amounts from their reports to Congress.

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WFO investigation, in accordance with Crishael 
Division letter, was limited to determine the requirements 
for reporting the use of counterpart funds and the signi- 
ficance of these reports to the operations of Congress, It is 
to be noted that no vouchers were submitted in connection 
with these counterpart funds.

The San Juan Office is also being requested to 
interview ALFREDO VIDAL CHAOON who testified before the 
Special Subcommitee on Contracts that he was on the payroll 
of the Committee on Education and Labor during April, 1965, 
and resided part of the time at the Congressional Hotel, 
Washington, D.C. Imuiry at the hotel by WFO disclosed no 
record of CHACON during February, March or April, 1965.

Mrs. DARGANS was apparently 
involved with the travel procedures of the committee and 
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admitted before the Special Subcommittee on Contracts that 
she endorsed the signature of T. MARJORIE) FLORES to FLORES' 
payroll checks and deposited the checks to POWELL's bank 
account. 


Leads are being set out to New York to 
conduct interviews concerning a 4/28/65 flight from 
Washington, D.C., to New York when Mrs, DARGANS, at POWELL's 
request, used her Committee travel card to purchase tickets 
for three friends of POWELL and his son. The tickets indi- 
cated they were used by::staff members. 


A schedule is being prepared of travel by the 
Committee between New York or Washington, D.C. to Miami 
which approximated $6,500 during the 8Sth Congress. Many 
of these trips were continued by travel to Bimini, Miami 
will be requested to contact air taxi companies utilized 
in travel between Miami and Bimini and verify trips and to 
attempt to obtain additional information.

There was no 
indication of the method of travel from Washington to New York 
between 3/4/65 and 3/5/65, and the return portion of the ticket 
Issue for round trip fro.

Synopsis: 


Criminal Division, Department of Justice, advised of 
discrepancy between the State Department reports and reports 
filed by ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, CORRINE A. HUFF, and TAMARA 
WALL concerning expenditures of counterpart funds. Investi- 
gation requested to determine requirements for reporting 
expenditures and significance of reports to operations of 
Congress. Chief Clerk, House Administration Committee (HAC), 
advised that expenditures of counterpart funds by Congressmen 
and employees is covered by Section 502(b) of Mutual Security 
Act of 1954. Initially, there was no limitation on amounts 
expended. Chairmen of Committees submit letter to U. S. 
Department of State (USDS) reporting identity of individuals 
traveling abroad along with request that counterpart funds 
be made available. Maximum of $50 per day exclusive of 
transportation costs are furnished. Individuals submit 
record of expenditures to their Chairman who summarizes 
information for HAC. HAC does not audit reports but merely 
passes information on for printing in Congressional Record. 
Counterpart funds under control of Treasury Department; 
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however, USDS handles administration of funds, but performs 
no audit functions. Law, according to sources contacted, 
provides no penalty for failure to file report on expenditures 
for travel abroad nor for the accuracy of reports. Reports 
filed by POWELL, 1961 to 1964, generally omitted travel

DETAILS: AT WASHINGTON, D. C. (RE: GCOUNTERPART FUNDS) 


Hr. FRED H. VINSON, Assistant Attorney General, 
Criminal Division, United States Department of Justice, by 
letter dated March 27, 1967, to the Director, FBI, enclosed 
copies of the reports and hearings of both the Special Sub- 
committee on Contracts, Committee on House Administration, 
89th Congress, and the Select Committee Pursuant to House 
Resolution One, 90th Congress. Mr. VINSON requested investi- 
gation to develop all pertinent facts surrounding claims for 
travel both by House Committee on Education and Labor and 
non-Committee personnel, possible Committee payroll abuses, 
and accountings for expenditures while on foreign travel. He 
further requested that all instances of apparent irregularity, 
as reviewed in the two Committee reports and hearings, should 
be thoroughly explored as well as any other instances of 
questionable activity that examination may disclose. 


This report contains only the results of investi- 
gation relating to the use of counterpart funds. In this 
regard, the Criminal Division letter requested that inquiries 
be made to determine the requirements for reporting these 
expenditures and the significance of these reports to the 
operations of Congress. 


The report of the Select Committee submitted 
February 23, 1967, included a finding that "as Chairman 
of the Committee on Education and Labor, Mr. POWELL made 
false reports on expenditures of foreign exchange currency 
to the Combittee on House Administration." According to 
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the report, the Select Committee ascertained from the 
Department of State that, as Chairman of the Committee on 
education and Labor, Mr. POWELL received from the State 
Vepartment in 1961, 1962, 1963, and 1964 reports as to 

the amount of expenditures of foreign exchange currency 

in United States funds he made while abroad during these 
years, as well as similar expenditures made by Miss COKKINc 
HUFF and Miss TAMARA AAL in 1962. Subsequently, as Chair- 
man of the Committee of Education and Labor, Mr. FOWsSLL 
filed with the Committee on House Administration reports 
listing substantially lower sums for these expenditures 
which were then published in the Congressional Record.

Hr. JULIAN P. LANGSTON, Chief Clerk, House 
Administration Committee was contacted regarding his knowledge 
and procedures for handling the counterpart funds utilized . 
by members of the House of Representatives. 


Mr. LANGSTON advised that the Regulations relating 
to the accounting for funds expended for Foreign travel comes 
under Section 502(b) of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, as 
amended by section 401(a) of Public Law 86-472, approved May 14, 
1960, section 105 of Public Law 86-628, approved July 12, 1960, 
and section 402 of Public Law 88-633, approved October 7, 1964. 
These sections require the reporting of expenses incurred in 
connection with travel outside the United States, including 
both the foreign currencies expended and the dollar expenditures 
made from appropriated funds by Members, employees, and committees 
of the Congress. In addition, a House Resolution euthorizing 
Members and employees of specific Camittees to travel to foreign 
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noted that the regulations relating to the accounting for funds 
_ expended for foreign travel also called for the following reports: 


Report of the Individual 


Upon returning from each trip to a foreign country, 
each Member or employee of a committee shall prepare an itenized 
report of the amounts expended for travel outside the United 
States. The report should show the mount and dollar equivalent 
values of each foreign currency expended and the amounts of 
dollar expenditures made from appropriated funds. The expenditures 
should be classified by the amounts spent for lodging, meals, 
transportation, and other purposes. The report should show what, 
if any, funds were from other Agencies also. 
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The Members and employees submit these reports to the 
Chairmen of their Subcommittee or Committee which authorized 
the foreign treve:. 


Subcommittee Report 


As soon as possible after Congress convenes in each 
calendar year, the chairman of each subcomittee submits a 
summary of the travel reports. This report is a consolidation 
of the individual reports showing all trips to the same foreign 
country by any individual. The original of the report is 
signed by the chairman of the subcoumittee and subaitted to 
the chairman of the full camittee. The subcomittee should 


retain in its files a copy of this report along with the original 
individual reports. 


Full Committee Report 


The full committee in turn submits a consolidated 
report within the first 60 days that Congress is in session 
in each calendar year. This report contains the report of 
each subcommittee report. Trips to the same foreign country 
by a single individual are consolidated and entered in total on 
the report. The original of the report is signed by the chairman 
and forwarded to the Committee on House Administration for 
_insertion in the Congreasional Record, The Committee retains 


a copy for its files of its report together with the supporting 
subcommittee reports. 


Comments of Mr, LANGSTON 


Hr. LANGSTON reported that initially the ruling wes 
that there was no limit on the amount of counterpart funds 
available to any one Member and/or employee and no report was 
required. However, with the passage of 22 United States Code 
1754 of the Mutual Security Act as Amended in 1964, a limit was

90th Congress, which is reflected on page 266 and 267 of that 
Select Committee's Hearings publication dated February 8, 14, 16, 
1967 regarding ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, this information was all taken 
from the Congressional Record. Hr. LANGSTON explained that the 
Committee on House Administration keeps no such records in its files. 
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At the time Mr. JULIAN P. LANGSTON, Chief Clerk, 
House Administration Committee, was interviewed » he recommended 
that Mrs. BESS E. DICK, Staff Director of the House Judiciary 
Committee be interviewed also as she was probably well-versed == 
in the utilization of counterpart funds and the reporting of same. 


On April 3, 1967, BESS DICK advised „ De. 


that initially the law was such that a Chairman of a Committee -* 
and/or Subcommittee could send any number of individuals abroad ,

BOYD CRAWFORD, Staff Administrator, House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, House of Representatives, Washington, D. C., 
was interviewed to obtain information concerning procedures 
for obtaining and accounting for counterpart funds used by 
Committee menabers when traveling abroad. CRAWFORD said he 
was aware that the House Education and Labor Committee had been 
criticized on their accounting for such funds, but knew nothing 
further about that difficulty, and could only state what his 
experience had been as Staff Administrator. for the Foreign 
Affairs Committee. He furnished the following: 


Committee chairman are the only persons who can authorize 
foreign travel and they send a letter to the State Department 
advising who will travel, dates, countries to be visited, and 
length of stay in each country. The letter requests that local 
currency be made available. The State Department notified its 
embassies concerned and upon arrival in the foreign country, 

the traveler gets $50 per day per diem from the embassy 
representative plus unlimited extra funds for travel. If the 
travel funds are not used up, the traveler can turn them in 
or settle at the end of the year for any overage, paying such 
amount to the United States Treasury. The 650 per day per diem 
funds need not be accounted for regardless of how much or how 
little is spent, but the travel funds have to be fully accounted 
for and accurately stated. 


When traveling in some areas, the military or others 
make available transportation and the cost of such travel is 
unknown until the State Department advises the Committee how 
much was involved in travel costs. For this reason members and 
Committees usually await travel expense information from the 
State Department before filing reports with the House Administration 
Committee, uh in turn has that data published in the Congressional 
Record. The information is to de filed 60 days after a new 
session of Congress begins. 
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n amy event, CRAWFORD saw no reasonable excuse as €0 wi 
records of State Department and those filed by the Comittee 
should not be in agreement, including all travel. There is 
no provision for leaving out travel costs and proper reporting 
requires that this be done. 


CRAWFORD said there is, to his knowledge, no criminal 
penalties for improper filing or accounting for funds expended 
during foreign travel, but this would have to be determined 
by proper legal authorities. 


CRAWFORD pointed out that prior to 1964, the traveler 
was entitled to unlimited living expenses abroad but the expenses 
had to be substantiated by appropriate hotel or other bills. 
Also during that period it was “considered the patriotic thing 
to do“ to use counterpart funds for personal purchases in 
foreign countries and reimburse the United States Treasury later 
for such counterpart funds expended on personal items, After 
1964, when the per diem rates were established, this did away 
with unlimited expense and accounting for living expenditures, 
but still left the travel expense as an item to be precisely 
accounted for. 


CRAWFORD said his Committee makes certain that its 
records agree precisely with those of the State Department 
and if there is any variance, an inquiry is made to identify 
and correct any differences. He would be unable to understand 
why this procedure would not be uniform with all Committees. 
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knéwn as the Control Officer, would obtain a receipt from the 
traveling official for the amount. The traveling official was 
to return the per diem and/or travel tickets not used to the 
Embassy and he would be given a recſept for same. The Embassy 
would then report to the USDS in Washington, the net amount of 
expenditures utilized by any one Member and/or employee so 
authorized to travel. 


Mr. LEAHY reported that he did not know if there 
were any criminel violations irwolved if there were a discrepancy 
in the amounts drawn and the amounts used and pointed out that 
the USDS did not take it upon itself to maintain such records; 
the USDS position was that of just administering the funds 
for the Treasury Department and reported the funds used and 
the balance of such counterpart funds from time to time. 


Mr. LEAHY advised that Mr. JOHN E. MANION, the 
Foreign Exchange Officer, Office of the Budget, USDS, maintained 
the records of monies expenced.

Mr. WALLEN requested he be interviewed in the presence

in Hr. MAC ARTHUR's letter. 


: Mr. WALLEN reported that the USDS report was prepared 

em a basis of an examination of their records; that Mr. HINES 
examined the records for the year 1966, Mr. JON E. Ma, 

the Foreign Exchange Officer, did the work for the years 1964-1965, 
and that Mr. SPROLES of their office did all the other work. 

He added that Mr. SPROLES was now deceased, but that Mr. HINES 

was very familiar with their records and would be able to 
reconstruct the data. 

Mr. WALLEN explained that the USDS would be notified 
by a Chairman of a Committee or Subcommittee when an individual 
was traveling abroad and whether the individual was traveling 
on 1971510 funds (counterpart funds). The USDS took this as 
an authorization for notifying the appropriate Embassy or 
Embassies of this travel and that the 19FT510 funds were or 
were not to be used.

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2 Hr. WALLEN pointed out that Section 402, Public Lev ~ | 
88-633 sets a limit on the amounts of foreign currencies available 
in non-excess currency countries to authorized delegations for 
official expenses to the equivalent of $50 per day subsistence 
per individual plus transportation costs; however, the legislation 
does not limit amounts available for subsistence in excess currency 
countries. Mr. WALLEN explained that thus in excess 
countries, it was quite possible for an individual to have 
unlimited amounts available if the Chairman of his Comittee 
or Subcommittee so authorized it. He added that as a matter 
of practice, he could not recall where they had ever received 
such a letter from a Congressional Chairman; on the contrary, 
the letters always placed a ceiling of §50 per day per dien. 


Mr. WALLEN stated that their regulations further called 
for the monies to be distributed by the United States Department 
of State disbursing officer immediately upon arrival of the 
group at the airport or station. The disbursing officer at 
the post utilizes a Form DS-1165 for receipting of local currency 
funds advanced and returned. The Form DS-1165 is prepared in 
quadruplicate, the original to be signed by the person receiving 
the funds, who receives a duplicate. The original is sent to 
Washington, Financial Services Division, with the account current; 
one is kept by the disbursing officer; and one is kept by the 
control officer. All Forms DS-1165 must show the appropriate 
committee which authorized the advances. 


Hr. WALLEN noted that the United States Missions 
abroad act merely as bankers and have no jurisdiction over 
the expenditures incurred by authorized Congressional delegations 


, A review of the State Department 
Select Committee dated February 20, 1967, which itemized 
the counterpart funds received by ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, 
TAMARA WALL and CORRINE HUFF indicates that the funds 
included emounts for advances, transportation, air freight, 
telegrams, etc. The following schedule was prepared to 
show a breakdown of the amounts listed in the State Depart- 
ment letter. It is to be noted that in 1961, the amount 
reported to Congress by FOH is the same as the amount 
of net advances (advances less refunds) as shown in the 
State Department letter indicating that POWELL’s 1961 report 
submitted to Congress omitted transportation, air freight and 
telegram costs.

Mrs. Louise H. Dargans, Clerk, Committee on 
Education and Labor, was contacted on April 12, 1967, to 
review travel records relating to Committee travel during 
the 89th Congress, She advised that the folder relating 
to travel, including all of the T-4 forms, is on file in 
the office of Congressman Powell. 


The form T-4, a copy of which is enclosed, is a 
record of every trip made by members of the Committee 
staff, It also has a place for the signature of the 
traveler, During Hearings before the Special Subcommittee 
on Contracts, testimony indicated that the T-4 forms vere 
utilized by staff members. In some instances, the actual 
traveler apparently signed the forms and in other instances 
when travel was performed under assumed names, the individual 
whose name appeared on the airline ticket was instructed to 
sign the T-4 form although they performed no travel, The 
T-4 forms would be of considerable assistance in interviewing 
staff and former staff members, 


On April 12, 1967, Hr. Ben Reeves, Editor of 
Committee Publications, Committee on Education and Labor, 
was advised of the location of the T-4 forms. He stated 
he would contact the Chairman of the Committee, Congressman 
Carl D. Perkins, concerning this matter. 


Hr. Reeves advised this office on April 14, 1967 
that he had discussed this matter with the Chairman, He said 
the Chairman indicated he did not want to get involved in 
this matter because he had no authority to enter Congressman

Powell's office or to ask him for these records, He 
said the Chairman indicated that in his opinion the T-4 
form is not an official record and is more of a personal 
record than a Committee record. 


On April 14, 1967, Julian Langston, Chief Clerk, 
House Committee on Administration, advised that the T-4 
form is a suggested form to be used for the internal con- 
trol of travel. He stated that Congressman Powell does not 
technically have an office at this time and that this office 
is the responsibility of the Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Hr. Pat Jennings. 


The foregoing information was discussed with 
Department Attorney John L. McCullough, who advised that 
he had just discussed this matter with other officials of 
the Criminal Division and that they are of the opinion 
since the House of Representatives requested the Department 
of Justice to conduct an investigation concerning this 
matter, the T-4 forms should be made available for review. 
He said the Criminal Division is of the opinion that the 
material is not the personal property of Congressman Powell 
and that although the T-4 form is not a required form, it 
was a suggested form and was used in connection with Com- 
mi C te Ul. Mr. McCullough requested that Mr. Pat Jennings, 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, be contacted in an 
effort to obtain the T-4 forms used by the Committee during 
the 69th Congress.

This 
had been partially established by investigation by the staff 
of the Committee on House Administration (HAC), who have 
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determined (1) that vouchers requesting subsistence verre 
not submitted by the persons in whose names the tickets fe 
were purchased, (Us records of departures from Miani, 
Florida, and arrivals from Bimini, British West Indies (BWI), 
do not disclose travel by these individuals but do disclose 
travel by POdzil, HUFF and others. There is no indicated use rus 
by these individuals of tickets purchased for their use to o to 
or from Miami at or about the time of the Limini travel, \ e 
(3) Testimony has been given in House hearings in this 
matter in which the person for whom the ticket was purchased 
and in whose name the travel was performed has stated that 
he or she has never performed the indicated travel. 
Concerning travel under assumed names, WFO and 
New York will conduct interviews to ascertain who actually 
performed the travel and whether the travelers vere on 
committee business. WFO will attempt to develop the con- 
clusion of the Special Subcommittee on Contracts that the 
deceptive practice of traveling under assumed names deceived 
the approving authority (House Committee on Administration). 


Attached herewith for Miami is a schedule reflecting 
results of the HAC staff's examination of various documents 
relating to this travel. From an examination of this schedule 
it will be noted that air taxi travel between Miami and Bimini 
was indicated in INS records. Through contact with Chalk's 
Flying Service Inc., American Air Taxi, Inc., All Coast 
Aviation, Inc., and Binini- Bahamas Air Ltd., Miami is requested 
to obtain copies of flight manifests covering any travel 
between 2/10/65 and 12/31/66, by the following individuals:

Mrs. Louise H. Dargans, Former Chief Clerk, 
Committee on Education and Labor, advised Special Agents 
of the Washington Field Office on April 12, 1967, that 
information relating to travel during the 89th Congress by 
Committee Personnel including 1-4 forms is contained in a 
file located in Congressman Powell's Office, Room 2161 
Rayburn Building. After unsuccessful efforts to ottain the 
file through the Committee on Education and Labor and the 
Committee on House Administration, Mr. Pat Jennings, Clerk 
at the House of Resprsentatives, advised on April 18, 1967, 
that Congressman Powell's Office is no longer under his 
jurisdiction since Powell is now a member-elect; therefore, 
in his opinion a subpoena would have to be directed to 
Congressman Powell for this file. | 


On April 13,1967, Harry H. Livingston, Disbursing 
Clerk, Finance Office, House of Representatives, advised 
that vouchers are maintained by his office but in view of 
House Resolution 11, he could not furnish the vouchers or copies 
of e. wuile he did permit a review of the vouchers, the 
original certified vouchers are needed to determine whether 
these vouchers were signed by Congressman Powell or signed 
by Mrs. Dargans who testified that she had Powell’ power of 
attorney. She was not questioned as to whether she signed 
vouchers for Powell. 


Hr. Zeke u. Johnson, Jr., Sergeant at Arms, House 
of Representatives, advised on April 19, 1967, that information 
relating to Congressman Powell's bank account maintained by 
the Sergeant at Arms could not be made available under the 
rules of the House of Representatives. He said the information

This is to provide a current summary of the 
investigation being conducted in captioned matter, 
three items of investigation requested by the Criminal

3 (1) Improper use of some $20,000 of congressional 
committee funds by Congressman Powell, his aides and others 
while not on congressional business. "Some 400 airline 
earns are involved in this matter which were purchased 
with Government credit cards. Travel was principaily between 
Washington, D. C., to New York City, and Washington, D. C., 
to Miami. Some of this travel was performed under assumed 


names and identity of actual travelers is unknown. In other 

cases the travelers had no official congressional connection a 
Voluminous records and exhibits were accumulated e 

by congressional committees during investigation of this 

matter over a four month period. These records have been 

under daily review by as many Agents as possible for 

necessary background information and identity and location 

of pertinent witnesses. This review has now been completed. 

Washington Field is assembling this information and setting

Congressmen under specified circumstances are 
provided counterpart funds for per diem and transportation 
expense abroad.) With regard to this item, the Department 
asked that we establish reporting requirements as to these 
expenditures and significance of these reports to the 
operations of Congress. 


Investigation of this item has established that 
foreign missions of State Department furnish these funds to 
congressmen and render an accounting of the funds used. 
Annually individual congressmen submit reports to the 
Committee Chairman and then a consolidated report of the 
full committee is inserted in the Congressional Record. No 
audits of these reports are made and the law under which 
these funds are made available provides no penalty for 
failure to file a report or for filing an inaccurate report on 
expenditures for travel abroad.

MARY SPENCER FORREST, Assistant Counsel, Rules 
Committee, United States House of Representatives, was 
contacted regarding her knowledge of the use of counterpart 
funds and the reporting of same by Menbers and/or employees 
of Congress. ; 


She expleined that the House Rules Committee only 
approves or disapproves requests by Committees desiring to 
conduct certain studies; once the approval is granted, the 
financing involved comes under the jurisdiction of the 
House Administration Committee. The Rules Committee receives 
mo reports showing the results of any study or the expendi- 
tures involved. 


She advised that at one time Members and/or 
employees had access to wnlimited funds for travel. However, 
in about 1962, the Rules Committee became concerned and started 
to “crack down" on such travel. She believed that Senator 
JOHN J. WILLIAMS of Delaware was instrumental in authoring 
the Legislative Branch Appropriations Act ef 1961 (Section 
105(b), Public Law 86-628), which required each member of 
the United States group or delegation to certain international 
conferences to submit an itemized report of their expenditures 
at the end of each year, and these reports subsequently were 
filed with the Chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Con- 
mittee or the House Foreign Affairs Committee, who in turn 
had them subaitted to the Senate Committee on Appropriations 
and to the Mouse Administration Committee, respectively, for 
publication in the Congressional Record. 


Following this, the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
was instrumental in having an emendment to the Mitual Security 
Act passed in 1964 (220$C1754) calling for members of other 
Committees to submit similar reports on expenditures to their

Committee Chairman, who in turn submitted to the House 
Administration Committee a report for publication in the 
Congressional Record. 


FORREST further advised that the only significance 
to the reports was their being published in the Congressional 
Record and thus becoming a matter of public record of the 
travels and expenditures incurred by any one individual 
and/or Committee, She stated that there was a suggested 
form for such reporting; however, the new form now shoved 
the number of days spent in any one country whereas the old 
forms did not. 


She stated that it was her opinion that the reports 
printed in the Congressional Record were only of significance 
from the standpoint of having made it publicly known as to 
who traveled where, for how long, and how much was expended. 
It thus exposed those traveling to the press, their con- 
stituents, and possibly to the Rules Committee should they 
desire such information to evaluate future requests from 
that particuler Committee.

KENNETH SPRANKLE, Clerk and Staff Director, House 
Appropriations Committee, was contacted regarding his knovw- 


ledge of the use and reporting of counterpart funds by : 
Members and/or employees of Congress. 


Mr. SPRANKLE advised that Members and/or employees 
of the House Appropriations Committee have always had extensive 
travel over the years, and when the Mutual Security Act of 
1954 was passed, the leaders of the House Appropriations 
Committee decided to contime their practice of utilizing 
funds of the agencies concerned whenever anyone from their 
Committee traveled instead of the counterpart funds. Mr. 
SPRANKLE explained that when, for example, any members of 
this Committee intended to travel to conduct a study concerning 
the Agriculture Department, that agency would be informed of 
such study and would furnish the funds necessary. 


As to the Mutual Security Act, Mr. SPRANEKLE advised 
that it was his opinion that this act was sponsored by the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee and that Committee sponsored 
just about all the amendments thereto. He explained that 
initially there was no limitation on the expenditures; hovever, 
along about 1962 or 1963, there was some concern in Congress 
over the criticism of the mmerous Congressmen “"junketing" 
throughout the world. It was hoped that the limitations on 
the per diem and the detailed reporting ef the 6 
would curtail such trevels. 


Mr. SPRANKLE added that the expenditures are sub- 
mitted by report to the House Administration Committee and 
they in turn have it published in the Congressional Record. 
These reports ere probably considered significant by Congress 
in that Congress undoubtedly wanted these figures to be 
published in the Congressional Record to show they are a 
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matter of public record. He stated that thus the travels 
and expenditures are available to everyone and relieves 
them of criticiam by newsren, their constituents, etc. 

He knew of no other significance of these reports. 


Mr. SPRANKLE further advised that it was his 
opinion that travel by Congressmen and/or employees of 
Committees were well justified as it gave such members an 
opportunity to personally view and examine any situation in 
which they were interested. He added that if this were not 
so, the Members and/or employees would have to rely con- 
pletely upon the testimony of those individuals appearing 
before their Committees and it was his opinion that such 
testimony was generally biased. 


He continued that Members and/or employees that 
do traveling generally submit results of their studies to 
their respective Committees which are probably used by those 
Committees in their consideration of any particular problez, 
These reports are not printed in the Congressional Record 
as they are considered work papers of the Committees and 
not public records, 
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ben. ri 18, 1967 


BOYD CRANFORD, Staff Adninistrater and Committee 
Clerk, Committee om Foreign Affairs, United States House of 
Representatives, edvised that he recalled that for many 
years Congress has been criticised by the press and others 
who periodically write about Comgress’ use of taxpayer's 
funds for traveling abroad. In the "old days” Members of 
Congress would not furnish information to such individuals 
and he believes it was this contimel criticia and 
annoyance that ceused Congress to decide to make records of 
their expenditures while traveling available to the public 
by publishing details in the Congressional Record. He felt 
that Congress thought this would also serve as a regulating 


force if a Congressman had to disclose his visits abroed and 
expendi tures, 


af He did not know when it was first decided that the 
travel information should be public or who in Congress was 
behind the decision, Me added that it was his opinion that 
the subaission of such expenditure reports has no effect 
whatsoever over the functions of Congress other than to 
remove some of the criticiem by newsman and/or the public. 
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Mr. JULIAN P. LANGSTON, Chief Clerk, House 
Administration Committee, was contacted regarding his knov- 
ledge of the submission of expenditure reports by Members 
and/or employees of Congress traveling abroad. 


Mr. LANGSTON explained it is his understanding that 
initially the Mutual Security Act of 1954 authorized the use 
of “counterpart funds" for Congressional Committees traveling 
abroad. There was no detailed reporting by individuals at 
that time; although the Committees vere supposed to submit a 
general report. The final disposition of such reports was- 
unknown to hin. 


He stated that in 1960, Congress passed two amendments, 
Public Law 86-472, approved on May 14, 1960, and Public Law 
66-628, approved on July 12, 1960, which first spelled out that 
individual Members and/or employees of Committees would submit 
reports of their expenditures to their respective Comittee 

Chairman, who, in turn, vould submit it to the House Adzinis- 

tration Committee for subsequent publication in the Congressional 
Record. 


Mr. LANGSTON believes that it was possibly Senator 
JOHN J. WILLIAMS of Delaware who sponsored the Legislative 
Branch Appropriation Act ef 1961, Section 105 (b), Public 
Law 86-628 to contrel and/or curtail travel expenditures {ncurred 
by those Members of Congress who were part ef the delegations 
to Parliamentarian Conferences and Interparliamentary groups. 
The Mutual Security Act as Amended, 22 United States Code 
1754, Section 402 of Public Law 868-633, approved October 7, 
1964, extended this detailed reporting to Members and/or 
employees of all other Congressional Committees traveling abroad 
and also set the per diem rate at $50.

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Mr. LANGSTON advised that the principal reason 
these expenditure reports were published in the Congressional 
Record was because this served as the most convenient vehicle 
for making the information public and this available to newsmen 
and constituerts. He added that the reports had no effect 
on the operations of Congress as such, but could possibly serve 
to call the attention of some Congressmen to the activity of 
certain Committees and subject the latter to criticism by 
their fellow Congressmen if their expenditures and travels were 
considered excessive. 


Mr. LANGSTON added that the House Administration 
Committee did not audit, examine, nor question the reports 
they received from various Cemmittee Chairmen regarding travel, 
but merely forwarded than for printing in the Congressional 
Record. He stated that in view of this procedure, Congressman 
OMAR BURLESON, Chairman of the House Administration Comittee, 
did not concern himself with these reports and thus would not 
be able to furnish any additional information regarding then.

SIDNEY COX, Assistant to the Fiscal Assistant 
Secretary, United States Treasury, was contacted regarding 
the control that department maintained ever counterpart 


Mr. COX explained that in the Mutual Security 
Act, there were some funds known as “counterpart funds." 
The source of such funds were the excess payments received 
by the United States under Public Law 480 dealing with the 
distribution of agricultural products in certain countries, 
and the monies received from the repayments of some loans, such 
as development loans, which the United States had contracted 
with certain countries, Out of all these monies, there was a 
certain amount set aside under the Mutual Security Act which 
was earmarked for use by Members of Congress while visiting 
certain countries, Initially, there was no limitation on 
the amounts available to any one individual; however, the 
amendments have now limited the amounts available to $50 per 
day per diem plus transportation expenses. 


Mr. COX further explained that there are only 
about fourteen countries where such excess currency exists; 
however, to compensate for the need of funds in such countries 
eas France where there are no “counterpart funds,“ the United 
States Treasury buys local currency on the open market and | 


makes these currencies available to Members of Congress. He 
explained that through intricate accounting monies are trans- 
ferred on the books from “counterpart” currencies existing 

in other countries to offset this purchase of local currency. 
Thus, “counterpart funds" become available just about anywhere. A 


Mr. COX added that the United States Department of 4 
State handles the administration of the funds for the United 4 


States Treasury, and only submits an accounting to Treasury sail 
4° 
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showing the monthly balances available in each country. 
There are no audits made by the Treasury Departeent of 
these funda, nor do they have any record of the itenized 
expenditures from thase funds, He also advised that Treasury 
did not exercise any control on expenditures of these funds 
and explained that the amounts expended by Congresmen from 
these funds were in reality somewhat insignificant when one 
considered the total monies available in foreign countries. 
He was unaware of the reporting procedures of expenditures 
by Congressmen traveling abroad and had no knowledge of 

the significance of such reports to Congress.

On April 13, 1967, Harry H. Livingston, Disbursing 
Clerk, Finance Office, United States House of Representatives, 
was contacted by a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to obtain copies of several vouchers relating 
to this investigation, Mr. Livingston gave the Agent a 
copy of House Resolution 11 dated Jaruary 10, 1967, which 
states in part that "no evidence of a documentary character 
under the control and in the possession of the House of 
Representatives can, by the mandate of process of the ordinary 
courts of justice, be taken from such control or possession 
except by its permission,” Hr. Livingston permitted the 
Agent to review the records and take appropriate notes; 
however, he would not furnish copies of the vouchers. 


A copy of House Resolution 11 is enclosed for the 
attention of the Criminal Division since there may be difficulty 
in obtaining records pertinent to this investigation, All 
original paid vouchers which bear the certification of the 
Committee Unairmen are maintained by the Finance Office, 


In this regard, Julian P. Langston, Chief Clerk, 
House Committee on Administration, advised on April 17, 1967 
that it is common practice for H and other Chief Clerks 
to sign their Committee Chairman's name to vouchers and other

Mrs. Louise H. Dargans, former Chief Clerk, Com-

Subcommittee on Contracts that she had power of attorney 
to sign Congressman Powell's name and admitted signing 
his name to sixteen payroll checks of T. Marjorie Flores 
and to the clerk-hire allowance form dated January 4, 
1965, designating Flores for a change in salary as a 
member of Powell's clerk-hire staff.

Therefore, WFO will attempt to 
secure undictated specimens from other sources and will 
forvard th Laboratory if and when received. 


The Laboratory is requested to conduct appropriate 
examinations of the endorsements appearing on each of the 
21 checks enclosed. If possible determine if ADAM CLAYTON 
POWELL executed the FLORES and POWELL endorsements appearing 
on checks 451, 418 dated 8/31/65; 468,015 dated 11/30/65 and 
472,138 dated 12/20/65. It is noted POWELL's date of birth 
is 11/29/08, New Haven, Connecticut and two fingerprint 
cards bearing POWELL's signature are contained in Identification

William A. Geoghegan, Attorney, 1200 18th Street,

In regard to the unions’ records, Gray said that 
his staff reviewed their purchases of transcripts of hearings 
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CONGR&SSMAN AVAM CLAYTON POWELL 


before the House Education and Labor Committee during 

the period Jaruary 1, 1961, through December 31, 1966. 

These purchases were then checked against the sales made 

by the Alderson Reporting Company to each of the organiza- 
tions. All of the purchases made by the labor organizations 
corresponded to the sales made by the Alderson Reporting 
Company. He said that in addition to reviewing the purchase 
of transcripts, his staff also briefly reviewed the other 
legislative and lobbying expenses of the labor organizations. 
These expenses were limited to the salary and expenses of 
lobbyists. In most cases, the expenses of the lobbyists 
were relatively small, and the staff review was limited to 
determining whether 1) the lobbyists filed their quarterly 
reports with the Clerk of the House of Representatives,

another, and 3) any of the lobbyists either paid money to 

or received money from the Alderson Reporting Company.

False Reports as to Expenditures of Foreign-Exchange Currency 


From 1961 through 1964 Congressman Powell and two of 
his female employees were advanced foreign-exchange currency by 
the State Department pursuant to congressional authorization. 
Powell and his two aides submitted reports accounting for only 
some £19 000 of the $20,140.12 foreign-exchange funds advanced 
to them. Jo audits of these reports are made and the act making 
the funds available provides no penalty for failure to file a 
report or for filing an inaccurate report. The Department asked 
that we determine the significance of these reports to the 


operations of the Congress. 


Our investigation established that these reports were 
perfunctorily filed because they were required for publication in 
the Congressional Record and that they have no effect on the 
operations of Congress. This item of investigation has been 
completed and reports furnished to the Department.

submitted to the FBI Laboratory with a request that examination 
be made to determine if Congressman POWELL endorsed any of 
the checks. Mrs. LOUISE M. DARGANS testified before the 
House Committee that she endorsed POWELL's name to 16 checks 
but she believed POWELL had endorsed 3 of the checks. WFO 
has been unable to obtain records of POWELL's bank account 
since a House resolution is necessary to obtain the records. 
Committee personnel and former personnel were unable to 
furnish any information concerning work performed by FLOPES 
since 7/1/65. 


WFO is attempting to obtain known handwriting 
specimens of FLORES and POWELL. San Juan has been requested 
to determine if FLORES performed any work since 7/1/65, 
through inquiry of domestic help, relatives or other logical 
sources. 


Travel 


WFO was acvised by officials of the House of 
Representatives that a House resolution is necessary to 
obtain vouchers or other records. Fourteen individuals have 
been interviewed by FO. AURORA HARPIS, CLEOMINE B. LEWIS, 
NICHAEL SCHWARTZ, DOROTHY W. HIMES, DONALD T. BERENS and 
JOH: E. WARREN whose names appear on 18 airline tickets 
charged to the committee for alleged travel to Miami denied 
this travel; however, they were unable to furnish the identities 
of the actual trevelers. 


The individuals whose names appear on air taxi mani- 
fests for travel between Miami end Bimini include EMA T. 
SWANN, her husband FRANCIS C. SWANN and Mrs. C. SUMNER STONE 
who have declined to be interviewed. ROBERT JEROME REED and 
LIVINGSTON WINGATE have not contacted this office following 
several unsuccessful attempts to interview chem. C. SUMNER 
STONE is being interviewed by the Indianapolis Office. CONMRINE 
A. HUFF who failed to respond to a subpoena to appear before 
the Snecial Subcommittee on Contracts has not been located 
in washington, D. C., and is alleged to be in Bimini with FCWZLL.

Urs. LOUISE H. DARGANS, former chief Clerk of the Committee 

has declined to be interviewed except in the presence of 

her attorney. The aforementioned individuals are knowledgeable 
as to who actually performed travel to Miami using assumed 
names. 


JULIAN P. LANGSTON, Chief Clerk, House Administration 
Committee, stated his committee was deceived when POWELL 
submitted airline vouchers incicating that certain travel 
had been performed, when in fact the travel was performed 
by someone other than the individual named on the airline 
ticket. He further stated that in his opinion Congressman 
POWELL and his staff members had no authority to travel to 
Bimini or to Miami with Bimini being their destination. He 
based his opinion on House Resolution 94, 89th Congress, 
effective 1/4/65, applicable to the Committee on Education 
and Labor. The resolution sets forth: the authority of the 
committee and specifies that funds authorized are for expenses 
incurred for activities within the U.S. 


Regarding the 3/28/65, trip from WDC to XY when 

4 non-committee personnel allegedly used airline tickets 
charged on committee credit card, PEARL SWANGIN and LILLIAN 
UPSHUR declined to be interviewed by NY agents. JOHN W. 
DUNCAN advieed that to the best of his recollection he paid 
for his trip on 3/28/65. ADAM C. POWELL III is being inter- 
viewed by the Boston Office concerning this trip and a trip 
to Bimini on 1/23/66. 


WFO is reviewing flight insurance applications 
maintained by Mutual of Omaha.

_ PURPOSE: 


This is to advise as to current status of this matter 
as to the three items of investigation requested by the Depart- 
ment relating to alleged misuse of public funds by Congressman 

. Powell and his staff. 


Alleged Use of Public Funds for Personal Travel 


During 1965 and 1966 there was some $12,000 travel 
expense charged to Powell's committee for airline trips, 
principally to New York City and Miami, Florida. Some of 
this travel was performed under assumed names by both 
congressional employees and others with no official congres- 
sional connection. No claims were submitted for per diem or 
other expenses in connection with this travel and for these 
reasons the some 300 airline tickets involved are considered 
questionable. 


Washington Field has interviewed 14 former staff / 
members involved in this travel. They all denied making the , 
trips but were unable to furnish the identities of the actual

We have advised Department of positions taken by these 
persons in refusing to be interviewed, avoiding interviews or 
otherwise being uncooperative for its consideration in connection 
with any grand jury action contemplated, as well as to the need 
of various congressional records for handwriting examinations, 
which records can be obtained only by subpoena and/or House 
Resolution. 


Payroll Abuse 


This involves salary payments from 7/1/65, of some 
$28,000 to Mra. Powell for which she performed no duties. 
Mrs. Powell refused to be interviewed regarding this matter 
except in the presence of her attorney and the position taken by 
her has been called to the Department's attention by memorandum 
for appropriate action in connection with any grand jury action 
contemplated. Persons interviewed to date had no information as 
to Mrs. Powell's ever performing any work for the Congressman 
since 7/1/65. The payroll checks involved have been obtained 
and handwriting specimens of Congressman and Mrs. Powell are 
being secured from public records so that we can check out 
endorsements on these checks inasmuch as Mrs. Powell has denied 
‘ever receiving these checks. 


False Reports as to Expenditures of Foreign-Exchange Currency 


From 1961 through 1964 Congressman Powell and two of 
his female employees reported only about one-half of the some 
$20,000 in foreign-exchange funds advanced to them for foreign 
travel expenses. Our investigation, in line with request from 
the Perertment, established that these reports were perfunctorily 
filed because they were required for publication in the Congres- 
sional Record. Sources interviewed said they had no effect on 
the operations of Congress. This item of investigation has been 
completed and reports furnished to the Department. 


ACTION: 


For information. The six field offices having outstand- 
ing leads in this case were instructed on 4/26/67, to expedite all 
remaining investigation to maximum extent possible. Their progress 
will be followed closely in this regard and you will be kept 
advised of pertinent developments 7 they occur.
